fishing trawler moved in and 
crewmen scooped 
up pieces

pierced by the missile when it 
broke out of its launching tube in 
the deck of the Madison. The 
pieces floated to the surface. 


To do so, the trawler, the 


Laptev, maneuvered near a 
Navy support ship, the USS 


Observation Island, and Navy 
officials said it was violating 
international law by not giving 
the U. S. ship right of way. 


The Madison fired the two- 


stage rocket launch. 


It was the first submerged 


launching for the Poseidon. 


The trawler forced an earlier 


postponement of the shot when it 


probed to within 200 yards of the 
James

during a 


practice firing run July 24. 


The bullet-shaped Poseidon, 


being developed as a deadly 
deterrent in the U. S. nuclear 
arsenal, rode a column of 
steam from a launching tube in 
the deck of the Madison, spurted 
120 feet to the surface and 


ignited a few feet above the 
water. 


The rocket left a serpentine 


trail of white smoke in the sky as 
it hurled its multiple in- 
dependently targeted 
reentry 


vehicle — MIRV —- toward a 
target area far 
down the 


Atlantic tracking range. Of- 
ficials said it was to travel 


nearly the missile's full range of 
2,880 miles. 


The Navy announced shortly 


after the 11 a.m. EOT firing that 
the launch phase of the test was 
successful.

The launching originally was 


scheduled July 27, but

Later, the Navy said it would 


go ahead with the launch despite 
the trawler. Soviet spy ships 
often monitor Cape Kennedy 


launches and warhead reentries 
down range, but none ever came 
so close to a missile submarine 
before. 


A U. S. destroyer stood by 


today to prevent the trawler 
from getting too close. The move 
is more for the trawler's 
protection than to prevent it 
from spying. 
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U. S. Senator Proposes Bill

WASHINGTON

an amendment to the Clean Air 
Act which would prohibit the 
sale of internal combustion 


engines by 1975. 


At the same time he served up 


a "sense of Congress" resolution 
which would have Detroit 
declare a moratorium on costly 
styling changes until it comes up 
with an alternative propulsion 
system. 


"Until we face the problem of

pollution," Nelson said in 


remarks for Senate delivery. 


Noting that oxidant-laden 


smog blanketed 17 Eastern 
Seaboard states last week, 
Nelson said the public had seen 
"an ominous messenger of the 
future." 


Nelson said industry members 


had a formal agreement for 16 
years to inhibit research and 
development in the area of 
pollution control. 


Although they signed a con- 


sent decree prohibiting them 
from engaging in any future 
collusion to restrain pollution 
research, Nelson said, the 
record is still dismal and 
requires congressional action. 


Expert after expert, Nelson 


said, has testified that an ef- 
ficient, economical, quieter and 
virtually pollution-free alter- 
native propulsion system can be 
produced.

Interest In Missile Limit

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Soviets are showing serious 
interest in the United States' 
proposal to limit strategic 
missiles but have yet to commit 
themselves on its key features. 


This initial Soviet reaction has 


emerged from accounts of the 
two formal meetings and other 
discussions" at the U. S.-Soviet 
strategic arms limitation talks 
(SALT) at Vienna last week 
following the American offer. 


The Russians were said to be 


seeking more information about 
the U. S. plan while neither 


committing themselves to it nor 
making polemic statements 
against it. 


Washington officials therefore 


continue to be encouraged about 
the prospects for reaching an 
historic agreement on curbing 
the superpower nuclear arms 
race, though a formal pact 
would still seem to be many 
months away. 


The Vienna talks are expected 


to recess this summer, then 
resume in the fall in Helsinki 
where the SALT talks began last 
year. 


U. S. negotiator Gerard C. 


Smith set forth the U. S. 
proposal last January. 


It would limit the number of 


long range offensive missiles to 
current stockpiles, or less, and 
would also place a ceiling on 
defense antiballistic missiles 
(ABM). 


The most important feature of 


the plan, in the United States' 
view, would be its restraint on 
the Soviet SS-9 missiles which 
would be kept at their current 
number of about 300.

Ferry Launch Sinks;

NEVIS, West Indies (AP) — A 


75-foot motor launch designed to 
carry about 180 people on its 
ferry shuttles between the 
islands of Nevis and St. Kitts 
had aboard "probably 270 to 
309" persons when it capsized 
and sank in five minutes 
Saturday, a government official 
said last night. 


Between 175 and 200 were 


feared dead. Forty-three bodies 
had been recovered by late 
Sunday, and there were 88 
survivors. All were believed 
residents of the two islands 
except three Roman Catholic 
nuns — two from Canada and 
one from England — who were 


drowned. 


The U.S. Coast Guard said 


some of the others might have 
been washed out to sea. But 
most were believed entombed 
with the boat's captain, James 
Ponteen, inside the steel hull in 
130 feet of water about a mile off 
the southeast tip of St. Kitts. 


Coast Guard divers were to 


inspect the hull later this week. 


Lee Moore, information of- 


ficer for the local government 
acnolwedged that the govern- 
ment ferry, "had on slightly too 
many passengers" and added, 
"We understand the capsize was 
caused by uneven distribution of 
passengers."

Interest In Missile Limit 


By LEWIS GUL1CE 
WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Soviets are showing 
serious 
interest in the United States’ 
proposal to limit strategic 
missiles but have yet to commit 
themselves on its key features. 
This initial Soviet reaction has 
emerged from accounts of the 
two formal meetings and other 
discussions at the U. S.-Soviet 
strategic arms limitation talks 
(SALT) at Vienna last week 
following the American offer. 
The Russians were said to be 
seeking more information about 
the U. S. plan while neither 


committing themselves to it nor 
making polemic statements 
against it. 


Washington officials therefore 
continue to be encouraged about 
the prospects for reaching an 
historic agreement on curbing 
the superpower nuclear arms 
race, though a formal pact 
would still seem to be many 
months away. 


The Vienna talks are expected 
to recess this summer, then 
resume in the fall in Helsinki 
where the SALT talks began last 
year. 


U. S. negotiator Gerard C. 
Smith set forth the U. S. 
proposal last January. 


It would limit the number of 
long range offensive missiles to 
current stockpiles, or less, and 
would also place a ceiling on 
defense antiballistic m issiles 
(ABM). 


The most important feature of 
the plan, in the United States’ 
view, would be its restraint on 
the Soviet SS-9 missiles which 
would be kept at their current 
number of about 300.

75-foot motor launch designed to 
carry about 180 people on its 
ferry shuttles between the 
islands of Nevis and St. Kitts 
had aboard “probably 270 to 
309” persons when it capsized 
and sank in five 
m inutes 
Saturday, a government official 
said last night. 
Between 175 and 200 were 
feared dead. Forty-three bodies 
had been recovered by late 
Sunday, and there were 88 
survivors. All were believed 
residents of the two islands 
except three Roman Catholic 
nuns — two from Canada and 
one from England — who were 


drowned. 
The U.S. Coast Guard said 
some of the others might have 
been washed out to sea. But 
most were believed entombed 
with the boat’s captain, James 
Ponteen, inside the steel hull in 
130 feet of water about a mile off 
the southeast tip of St. Kitts. 
Coast Guard divers were to 
inspect the hull later this week.

The quality, not the quantity, 


of the land seems to be at issue 
as California moves into the 
1970's. The United States, even 
in its urban centers, has been a 
nation which has placed high 
value on individual home 
ownership. 
It seems likely, 


however, that we will soon 
become a nation of apartment 
dwellers. 


Californians have become 


greatly concerned about open 
spaces since 1950 — not just 


parks and redwood forests and 
wilderness areas, but also the 
development of greenbelts and 
open areas around and within 
urban complexes, and the 
retention of the 
attractive 


natural geographic features of 
the land. In some cases, the best 
use of California land is not to 
use it at all. 


California is 
particularly 


concerned 
with 
anti-smog 


studies and proposals, since the 
automobile has been named the 
main producer of poisoned air 
and since California not only has 
more cars per capita but is 
adding to them at a faster rate 
than any other state. 


Where the garbage explosion 


is concerned, collection is only 
part of the problem. 
It is no 


longer true that wastes can best 
be handled by disposal into the 
environment. 
It is no longer 


possible to handle wastes at the 
smallest cost and with the least 
trouble. 
We must ultimately 


think in space age terms, by 
collecting 
and 
recycling 


wastes within our environment, 
thus making them useful.

Reagan To Consider 
Welfare Legislation 


Assemblywoman Pauline L. 


Davis, today told newsmen that 
legislation, AB-48, to crack down 
on welfare fraud today awaits 
Governor Reagan's signature. 
The measure, which passed both 
Houses, makes it a felony for 
welfare recipients 
to obtain 


benefits by virtue of false 
statements as to their eligibility. 


"We have given the Governor, 


the Attorney General and local 
law enforcement officials a 
much needed tool in handling 
those 
who abuse 
welfare 


programs," Mrs. Davis said. 
"All of us, of course, support 
assistance for our less fortunate, 
disabled, blind and elderly and 
those in need on a temporary 
basis, but those who illegally use 
such programs for their own 
gain deny assistance to these 
deserving hardship cases." 


Mrs. Davis further stated that 


this bill was made necessary 
because of a recent State 
Supreme Court decision. The 
court reversed a welfare fraud 


conviction tried under felony 
grant theft statutes. 


It held that current law per- 


mits prosecution 
of welfare 


cheats on misdemeanors only. 
This is true no matter how much 
money they defraud the tax- 
payers of because 
of false 


statements. 


"This legislation will permit a 


felony complaint against per- 
sons who illegally receive more 
than $200 because of false 
welfare claims," Mrs. Davis 
said. 


The bill specifically permits 


the court latitude in dealing with 
welfare cheats so that the 
"punishment can fit the crime." 


The measure, which if signed 


by the Governor, will become 
law 61 days after the close of the 
1970 session, was supported by 
the

Attorneys 


Association, the 
California 


Peace Officers Association, and 
the 
County 
Supervisors 


Association, among others.

humans favor garlic as a potent 
but pleasant flavoring for 
cookery. It's even been used 
medicinally. 


Now scientists say it may 


have a third valuable use — to 
kill pesky mosquitoes. 


Dr. Eldon L. Reeves of the 


University 
of 
California's 


Division of Biological Control 
here says laboratory tests 
showed it was strong enough to 
kill 100 per cent of five species — 
even 
the 
hardy 
pasture 


mosquito of the San Joaquin 
Valley. 


Reeves and a graduate 


student, S. V. Amonkar, came 
across the discovery quite by 
accident. Algae they were 
studying as a mosquito killing 
possibility gave off a smell very 
much like garlic. 


This led to experimentation 


with the herb. 


The two men tested a crude 


extract and an oil fraction of 
garlic against both laboratory- 
reared 
and field-collected 


specimens. 


"Mortality of 100 per cent was 


attained in all five species at 
doses of 12 parts per million and 
above," Reeves said. "At 10 
parts per million mortality of 98 
per cent was attained." 


The scientist said garlic was 


used in ancient China and India 
as a spice as weD as & folk 
medicine. 


"It's known," he said, "to be 


useful in counteracting worms, 
protozoa, bacteria, flatulence 
and urinary trouble." 


The active ingredient, allicin, 


has been used against numerous 
human diseases, Reeves said, 
and dehydrated garlic has 
proved effective against certain 
cases 
of 
food 
poisoning, 


especially Salmonella.

Hospital Notes

Some of the bitterness levellec 
at today’s teens comes from the 
misguided or hopelessly biased 
adults who simply do not know 
what they are talking about — 
and do not care to hear about the 
“other side.” One such letter 
from an adult arrived in the 
mail this week, as follows: 
“I am amazed when I read 
your column regularly that teen­ 
agers who write to you ask only 
about their trivial problems. 
Rarely do kids ever ask about 
important questions such as 
pollution, integration, war, or 
our country’s future. 
“How can these kids be so 
wrapped up in their own little 
troubles when they should be 
thinking about more important 
things? Certainly it is more 
important to stop the war in 
Vietnam than to decide on the 
next dancing date.” 
There was more to this letter, 
much more — all bitter, all 
critical about young people. It 
raises some points which I 
believe we should set straight 
here and now. 
In the first place, the young 
people who write to this column 
for advice are intelligent enough 
that they do not expect me to 
stop the war or correct all the 
other evils of the world. When 
they write about these subjects, 
they address their letters to the 
editors, not me. From me, they 
want not politics or preaching 
but real help in handling 
unhappy, awkward situations in 
their personal lives. This is the 
column’s sole purpose — to help 
with those problems for which 
help is hard to find at home. 
This critical writer says these 
things are “trivial”. Perhaps so, 
to those not involved in the 
problem, but rarely is any 
problem trivial to its victim. 
Furthermore, those so-called 
trivial problems are a standard 
part of a healthy, normal 
existence. Many young [*»ople 
are well aware of the political 
and social ills of the world, but, 
after all, what can young teens 
do about changing world af­ 
fairs? Should they follow the 
popular pattern and demon­ 
strate? Scream and destroy? 


No! 
The 
screaming 
and 
destruction only add to the 
community’s pain and con­ 
fusion, accomplishing nothing 
toward reaching a solution. 
Boys’ and girls’ “ trivial” 
personal problems are not to be 
dismissed so lightly. During the 
teen years is when most of us 
learn to become adults rather 
than children; we learn the 
meaning of responsibility and 
the rewards to be had for our 
sincere efforts. Perhaps it could 
be called trivial when Jane 
wonders about kissing a first 
date good night, but what she 
really asks is: “What is the right 
thing to do? I must protect my 
own reputation — without 
harming the boy’s ego. I don’t 
want him to think I’m a “stick” ! 
In other words, this girl really 
wants to be nice to people and 
needs advice. 
Another typical example of a 
personal problem which ap­ 
pears trivial yet has 
some 
significance, is the frequently 
asked question: How can I prove 
to my parents I am old enough to 
date? They won’t let me — and 
all my girl friends have been 
dating for a year or more. 
This is a serious problem for a 
girl who is missing all the ex­ 
citement and fun for dating. In 
most instances, parents are just 
being overly cautious, protec­ 
tive and reluctant to untie the 
family apron strings. However, 
the 
break 
has 
to 
come 
sometime, anda girl of 15 who is 
sensible, trustworthy and will 
observe 
reasonable 
dating 
restrictions is old enough for 
.lating. Girls who are caught in 
this no-date problem need a 
“third person authority” such as 
this column to support their 
wishes for dating privileges. 
The list of seemingly trivial 
questions from teen-agers is 
endless, but must of them are 
worthwhile and deserve an­ 
swering.

The Bank of America recently 
issued a report showing results 
of an in-depth research project 
on California’s environment. 
The report, titled “ Urban- 
Metropolitan Open Space Study, 
“was concerned with the fact 
that homes and shopping cen­ 
ters are taken over previouslv 
scenic areas including redwood 
groves and farmlands. 
“A new ethical attitude about 
land use is needed — one that 
recognizes private ownership as 
custodianship and one that 
recognizes that group decisions 
through agencies of government 
are required in order to protect 
the environment for everyone’s 
benefit.” 
The quality, not the quantity, 
of the land seems to be at issue 
as California moves into the 
1970’s. The United States, even 
in its urban centers, has been a 
nation which has placed high 
value 
on 
individual 
home 
ownership. 
It seems likely, 
however, 
that we will 
soon 
become a nation of apartment 
dwellers. 
Californians have becom e 
greatly concerned about open 
spaces since 1950 — not just 


parks and redwood forests and 
wilderness areas, but also the 
development of greenbelts and 
open areas around and within 
urban com plexes, 
and the 
retention of the attractive 
natural geographic features of 
the land. In some cases, the best 
use of California land is not to 
use it at all. 
California is 
particularly 
concerned 
with 
anti-sm og 
studies and proposals, since the 
Automobile has been named the 
main producer of poisoned air 
and since California not only has 
more cars per capita but is 
adding to them at a faster rate 
than any other state. 
Where the garbage explosion 
is concerned, collection is only 
part of the problem. 
It is no 
longer true that wastes can best 
be handled by disposal into the 
environment. 
It is no longer 
possible to handle wastes at the 
smallest cost and with the least 
trouble. 
We must ultimately 
think in space age terms, by 
collecting 
and 
recycling 
wastes within our environment, 
thus making them useful. 
A vast amount of the needed 
information on California’s land 


Reagan To Consider 
Welfare Legislation 


Assemblywoman Pauline L. 
Davis, today told newsmen that 
legislation, AB-48, to crack down 
on welfare fraud today awaits 
Governor Reagan’s signature. 
The measure, which passed both 
Houses, makes it a felony for 
welfare recipients 
to 
obtain 
benefits by virtue of false 
statements as to their eligibility. 
“We have given the Governor, 
the Attorney General and local 
law enforcem ent officials a 
much needed tool in handling 
those 
who 
abuse 
w elfare 
programs,” Mrs. Davis said. 
“All of us, of course, support 
assistance for our less fortunate, 
disabled, blind and elderly and 
those in need on a temporary 
basis, but those who illegally use 
such programs for their own 
gain deny assistance to these 
deserving hardship cases.” 
Mrs. Davis further stated that 
this bill was made necessary 
because of a recent State 
Supreme Court decision. The 
court reversed a welfare fraud 


conviction tried under felony 
grant theft statutes. 
It held that current law per­ 
mits 
prosecution 
of 
welfare 
cheats on misdemeanors only. 
This is true no matter how much 
money they defraud the tax­ 
payers 
of 
because 
of 
false 
statements. 


“This legislation will permit a 
felony complaint against per­ 
sons who illegally receive more 
than $200 because of false 
welfare claim s,” Mrs. Davis 
said. 
The bill specifically permits 
the court latitude in dealing with 
welfare 
cheats 
so 
that 
the 
“punishment can fit the crime.” 


The measure, which if signed 
by the Governor, will become 
law 61 days after the close of the 
1970 session, was supported by 
the 
D istrict 
Attorneys 
A ssociation, 
the 
California 
Peace Officers Association, and 
the 
County 
Supervisors 
Association, among others.

person for welfare assistance, 
the state Court of Appeal has 
ruled. 
The 2-1 decision here Friday 
was in the case of Alex F. Rosas 
who was denied welfare in 1967. 
In the 
m ajority 
opinion. 
Justice Joseph A. Rattigan 
wrote the Legislature meant 
welfare to be available to 
anyone who is “impaired” and 
alcoholism is an impairment. 


Draft Rotation System May 
Keep Many From Being Called 


FRESNO (AP) — The 1-A 
draft registrant from Decem­ 
ber’s lottery who is not called up 
this year likely will never don an 
Army uniform — 
at least 
through 
normal 
induction 
channels 
— 
says 
Jay 
D. 
Hathaway, Selective Service 
coordinator for the 14 central 
California counties. 
The reason, he said, is the 
draft lottery’s rotation system 
which provides a registrant in 
the 
zone 
of 
“ prime 
vulnerability” for only one year. 
After 
that 
year, 
said 
Hathaway, 
a 
person’s 
draft 
board would have to exhaust an 
entire new crop of registrants 
before his number would turn up 
again and “this is extremely 
unlikely, barring another war.” 
By giving the registrant a 


reasonable amount of certainty 
about his odds and knowledge 
his prime period lasts only 12 
months, 
Hathaway 
said 
the 
current draft lottery kills major 
arguments against the old draft 
system. 
Hathaway also scoffed at 
reports students are “beating 
the draft” by dropping their 2-S 
classifications to take a chance 
of being called up with the 1-As. 
“I haven’t found one who has 
done it yet,” he said. “They’ve 
changed their classification 
from l-A for physical, mental or 
moral reasons and just aren’t 
telling anyone,” he said. 


“The key to the whole lottery 
is

registrant’s

number and whether it was 
reached or not,” Hathaway said. 


“The yearly rotation provides 
that each prime group will be in 
the 
position 
of 
prime 
vulnerability only once.” 
He said the misunderstanding 
about the system, which keeps 
his telephone ringing nearly 
incessently, partly results from 
the lottery’s “simplicity.” 


Garlic May Be Used 
As Mosquito Killer 


Chasing a chassis? Used 
in the Classifieds. 
cars 


RIVERSIDE (AP) - Many 
humans favor garlic as a potent 
but pleasant 
flavoring 
for 
cookery. It’s even been used 
medicinally. 
Now scientists say it may 
have a third valuable use — to 
kill pesky mosquitoes. 
Dr. Eldon L. Reeves of the 
U niversity 
of 
C alifornia’s 
Division of Biological Control 
here says laboratory tests 
showed it was strong enough to 
kill 100 per cent of five species — 
even 
the 
hardy 
pasture 
mosquito of the San Joaquin 
Valley. 
R eeves 
and 
a 
graduate 
student, S. V. Amonkar, came 
across the discovery quite by 
accident. Algae they were 
studying as a mosquito killing 
possibility gave off a smell very 
much like garlic. 
This led to experimentation 
with the herb. 


The two men tested a crude 
extract and an oil fraction of 
garlic against both laboratory- 
reared 
and 
field-collected 
specimens. 
“Mortality of 100 per cent was 
attained in all five species at 
doses of 12 parts per million and 
above,” Reeves said. “At 10 
parts per million mortality of 98 
per cent was attained.” 
The scientist said garlic was 
used in ancient China and India 
as a spice as well as a folk 
medicine. 
“It’s known,” he said, “to be 
useful in counteracting worms, 
protozoa, bacteria, 
flatulence 
and urinary trouble.” 
The active ingredient, allicin, 
has been used against numerous 
human diseases, Reeves said, 
and dehydrated garlic has 
proved effective against certain 
cases 
of 
food 
poisoning, 
especially Salmonella.

marathon meeting of the moguls 
of the National Football League 
went into its 16th hour at 4 a.m., 
EDT, today as Commissioner 
Pt-te Rozelle moved busily 
behind the scenes in an effort to 
end the strike of veteran 
professionals. 


A spokesman said Rozelle met

It was the llth hour in the 


most serious labor dispute in the 
history of professional sports in

Angeles, the first of 10 weekend 
preseason games. 


There was one report, from 


NFLPA sources, that a players' 
group was actually meeting with 
the owners' negotiating com- 
mittee, headed by Tex Schramm 
of the Dallas Cowboys. 


Shortly 
after 
midnight, 


however, a league spokesman 
said, "No players are meeting 
with the owners." 


Schramm, while president of 


the Cowboys, technically isn't 


an owner. The team is the 
property of wealthy Texan Clint 
Murchison. 


Even 
if 
there 
was 
a 


bargaining session, the fullscale 
owners meeting continued in the 
Park Avenue offices 
of the 


league. Several blocks away the 
NFL set up press headquarters 
m a plush suite of a midtown 
Manhattan hostelry. A half- 
dozen sleepy newsmen and a 
league representative waited 
there during the predawn hours. 


It was anybody's guess when 


there would be development in 
the impasse. 


From Cincinnati came word 


from Mike Brown, assistant 
general manager of the Bengals, 
that the owners were making a 
new contract offer.

Caught With Umbrellas Down

The unexpectedly sharp rise in the wholesale price index for 
July was like a sudden sum m er shower on a day the weatherman 
had promised would be fair. A lot of people were caught with their 
um brellas down. 


A few days earlier, adm inistration officials had pointed to a 
basketful of statistics that, they said, indicated the economy was 
returning to stability again, and that a less inflationary upturn 
could be expected soon. But in July, the Labor Department said, 
wholesale prices rose at a 6 per cent annual rate. 


It was a slowdown in the increase of wholesale prices that had 
led the adm inistration to be optimistic. For two months before July 
the rate of increase w as only 2.4 per cent. And the worst seem ed to 
have been reached way back in January. The sudden increase, 
therefore, was shocking. 


Generally speaking, wholesale prices work their way down 
through the economy like w ater through a sponge, being absorbed 
to some extent until they spill out over retail m arkets weeks and 
months later. True, some of the present rise might be absorbed 
before it reaches the consumer, but don’t bet on it. Business is 
complaining about lagging profits and isn’t in a mood to take on 
added costs. Quite likely they’ll pass them on. 


One outside possibility still exists that the situation might not 
be really so bad as portrayed by the wholesale price index. That is, 
the fluctuation could be a fluke. Perhaps the index is inaccurate. 
That, at least, is the belief of George Stigler of the University of 
Chicago, who co-authored with Jam es Kindahl of the University of 
M assachusetts a book that is highly critical of the governm ent’s 
methods of compiling prices. 


Says Stigter, “ I am absolutely confident that there has been 
extensive price cutting during the slowdown of the past six to eight 
months; but these cuts have not showed up in the governm ent’s 
W PI.” In their book, “ The Behavior of Industrial P rices,” the 
authors contend that price cuts have been made right under the 
noses of researchers but have been ignored. 


The WPI, for exam ple, uses in its compilations the prices that 
sellers list in their catalogs, taking into account only standard 
discounts. Stigler and Kindahl contend that many buyers today are 
actually paying m uch less than listed prices because of special 
discounts, tie-in sales, introductionary offers, shipping concessions 
and so on. 


Regardless of which is the more accurate measure, the WPI as 
compiled by the government, or the buyers’ price index as 
proposed by Stigler and Kindahl, price action in the next few 
months is going to teg a big story. If wholesale prices continue to 
rise then there is little possibility of consumer inflation being 
dram atically reduced in the next few months. It might take a lot 
longer than was originally anticipated.

SCANDAL 
With its sleek fleet of punctual 
com m uter trains fanning out 
into Chicago’s most fashionable 
suburbs, the Chicago and North­ 
western Railway is cited as 
evidence that other railroads 
need not go the way of bankrupt 
Penn Central. 
The rem arkable success of the 
C&NW’s commuter service has 
earned its top officer, balding, 
pipe-smoking Ben Heineman, a 
reputation as one of the nation’s 
most astute railroad men. 
But behind this im pressive 
facade lies a tale of corporate 
plu n d er 
and 
conglom erate 
expansion that has left the 
railroad picked clean of much of 
its assets. 
The quality of its 
service is in a tailspin from 
which it may never recover.

N orthw est

presided over, of course, by 
Heineman — has now bought 
com panies which m anufacture 
everything from chemicals to 
steel to shoes. 
But despite this flurry of

dividends 
Heineman has been paying the 
railroad’s stockholders, he has 
not hesitated to cry poor on 
behalf of the C&NW.

m idnight, 
however, a league spokesman 
said, “ No players are meeting 
with the owners.” 
Schramm, while president of 
the Cowboys, technically isn’t 


an owner. The team is the 
property of wealthy Texan Clint 
Murchison.

bargaining session, the fullscale 
owners meeting continued in the 
Park Avenue offices of

league. Several blocks away the 
NFL set up press headquarters 
in a plush suite of a midtown 
M anhattan hostelry.

SALINAS. Calif. (AP) — 
Cesar Chavez, recent victor in 
a bitter nine-year strike-boycott 
battle with grape growers, has 
declared a new labor war that 
could affect the nation’s salads. 
Chavez, veteran leader of 
Mexican-American 
farm 
workers, disclosed over the 
weekend he is moving his 
organizing headquarters from 
the table grape center of Delano, 
Calif., to Salinas to fiaht a 
contract the powerful Team­ 
sters Union signed Tuesday. 
The pact is with 32 major 
grower-shippers in the Salinas 
Valley, producer of 90 per cent 
of the nation’8 iceberg lettuce, 
main ingredient in American 
salads. 
Addressing a massive rally of 
his followers on the Hartnell 
College athletic field Sunday, 
Chavez responded to shouts of 


“Huelga” strike, by declaring: 
“We have just authorized a 
strike vote.” 
The picketing would be 
against the growers signed by 
teamsters, he said. 
The rally, climaxing three 
protest marches to Salinas along 
about 25 miles of highways from 
agricultural towns north, east 
and south, drew about 3,000. 
Chavez spoke entirely in 
Spanish. 
He claimed the independent 
Teamsters broke an agreement 
with his AFL-CIO Farm 
Workers Union by signing with 
the Salinas growers. He said the 
Teamsters pledged in 1967 to 
stick to the canneries and leave 
the field hands to him. 
He also declared 
the 
agreements are 99 per cent with 
the growers, whereas most of 
the workers side with his union.

WASHINGTON — A new 
offensive is being launched 
inside and outside government 
to grant home rule to the 
District of Columbia. Home rule 
proponents want the district’s 
nearly one million residents to 
have their own 
elected 
representatives in Congress and 
to govern district affairs and 
have authority over the physical 
area of the district. 
Not many would want to deny 
district residents the right to 
vote and have some say-so over 
their own internal affairs. But 
when it comes to turning 
authority over the district over 
to a small group of people, that 
is a different story. 
In the first place, the District 
of Columbia is a federal district, 
set aside as the seat of the 
national government and home 
of the president. It was intended 
to be a place not only for 
carrying out government func­ 
tions, but a place of pride and be 
owned and governed by all the 
people of all the states. 
Secondly, it seems that just 
about everything that has taken 
[dace in the district of recent 
years suggests that there should 
not be home rule: 
VIOLENT CRIMES such as 
murder, rape and robberies 
continue to increase; the schools 
are in disarray and crime- 
infested; people no longer use 
the public libraries for fear for 
their safety, and Washington 
has been listed as one of the 
worst vice cities in the nation. 
Washington already has a 
quas-government in an ap­ 
pointed city council and mayor, 
and its own elected school 
board. Practically all ex­ 
penditures within the district 
come from federal monies. The 
district could not survive on the 
amount of taxes it could raise. 
What 
concerns 
some 
congressmen and others is the 
concept of turning the physical 


area over to the authority of a 
small group of people. It could, 
they argue, put the Congress 
and other arms of government 
under the threat of the local 
governing body. 
For example, last month 
about 200 members of the so- 
called 
Welfare 
Rights 
Organization began demanding 
money for the buying of fur­ 
niture. When these welfare 
recipients were told there was 
no money available for fur­ 
niture, they rampaged through 
the local welfare offices, up­ 
setting furniture and breaking 
windows and doors. About 40 
were arrested, two for attacking 
police officers, but were let go 
within an hour. 
A FEW days later this same 
group, mostly women, invaded 
the District City Council 
meeting. As a large crowd 
waited outside, a leader of the 
Welfare Rights Organization 
emerged and through a bullhorn 
announced: 
“We went in and we got the 
council on their knees. We got 
the council on their knees.” 
Later a city official announced 
publicly that there would be no 
checks for furniture than “or 
any time in the immediate 
future because there are no 
funds in the budget.” 
But, only this past week 
Mayor Walter Washington, 
under pressure from the 
Welfare Rights Organization, 
announced that $200,000 would 
be made available with which to 
buy furniture. Of the amount, 
$100,000 is coming from public 
tax monies through the 
Department 
of 
Health, 
Education and Welfare, $50,000 
from the United Givers Fund, 
and $50,000 from an undisclosed 
source. 
This was one of the most 
brazen 
(but 
successful) 
examples of government by 
intimidation seen in this 
country. Some concerned 
senators and congressmen are 


fearful that home rule for the 
District of Columbia might see 
such tactics used on Congress 
itself, rather than the City 
Council. 
BUT IN spite of these 
prospects, numerous senators 
are for home rule. Such ad­ 
vocates include Sen. Stuart 
Symington of Missouri, Sen. J. 
W. Fulbright of Arkansas, Sen. 
Fred Harris of Oklahoma, Sen. 
Alan Bible of Nevada, Sen. Alan 
Cranston of California, Sen. 
Inouye of Hawaii. 
Sen. Tower of Texas is for 
some type of limited plan that 
would still keep the district 
under authority of all the people 
of the country. Sen. George 
Murphy of California expressed 
a similar view. 
The proposition of complete 
home rule for Washington is a 
very real one and should 
properly concern, not only 
district residents, but every 
man, woman and child in the 
country. 


Tehama County 
Added To New 
Plague List 
Tehama County has been 
added to the list of counties 
designated as a plague area. 
The four other counties are 
Plumas, Lassen, Shasta and 
Siskiyou. 
Lynn Wolfe, county health 
officer, stated that the trapping 
or capture of rodents within the 
plague area, including Tehama 
County, constitutes an “im­ 
minent danger to the public 
health in that such activities 
may result in (I) the spread of 
this disease among rodent 
populations throughout the State 
and (2) persons engaged in such 
activities may become infected 
with plague.” 
He said that all persons 
engaged in trapping, capturing, 
holding or possession of wild 
rodents in the plague area 
“refrain from such activities 
until further notice.” 
He added, “We also warn 
campers and travelers going 
into epidemic areas to avoid 
exposure to rodents, feeding 
rodents, sleeping on the ground, 
or camping in rodent-infested 
areas.” 
Mosquito repellents should be 
used, he said, to fight against 
fleas, and sick animals should 
be reported to park, cam­ 
pground or local health 
authorities. 
Health Officer 
Issues Pool 
Owner Warning 
Lynn Wolfe, county health 
officer, issued a recent warning 
to pool owners. 
He urged owners to lock gates 
and take extra precautions to 
keep youngsters from one to 
three years of age from getting 
into pool areas, unsupervised. 
He said that statistics show that 
children in that age grouping 
have a larger percentage of 
drownings than other groups. 
The statistics, compiled in 
1969, show that 21 children under 
one year of age died as a result 
of drowning, 29 children in the 
two-year-old age grouping 
drowned, and 20 three year olds 
drowned in 1969.

Revenue Sharing Plan 
$189,362 For Red Bluff, County

WASHINGTON - The city of 
Red Bluff and Tehama County 
would receive a total of $189,362 
a year under the Nixon ad­ 
ministration revenue sharing 
plan when fully implemented, a 
T reasury official told 
this 
reporter. 
Murry Weidenbaum, assistant 
secretary of the Treasury, said 
the 
adm inistration 
hopes 


Congress will enact pending 
legislation early enough to start 
the program on a modest scale 
by 1971. 


“We would start fiscal year 
1971 with only a total of $276 
million for allocation to the 
states,” 
Weidenbaum said. 
“This would grow to $5 billion by 
1976, first full year of 
im­ 
plementation.” 
The 
distribution 
formula 


would take one per cent of all 
imcome in the U.S. subject to 
income tax ($5 billion in 1976) 
and turn it back to the states, 
counties and cities. 


Of the $189,362 for Red Bluff 
and Tehama County, the city’s 
share would be $11,030. and the 
county’s share, $178,332. Neigh­ 
boring Shasta County would get 
$818,263. 
“States would receive 
the 


money annually but under the 
law would automatically have to 
allocate specified amounts to 
cities and counties,” Wieden- 
baum said. “There would be no 
negotiations, no strings attached 
on spending the money.” 


Under the formula, California 
would receive more than a half­ 
billion dollars a year because of 
her 
large 
population. 
The 
amount would be $536,374,468 


and $370,550,670 would be kept 
for state governm ent, with 
$165,823,798 going to cities and 
counties. 
Of the latter figure, the cities 
would divide $80,433,671 and the 
counties 
would 
share 
in 
$85,390,127. 


Revenue sharing was em­ 
braced in the Republican Party 
platform , 
and 
pushed 
by 
President Nixon in his 1968 


campaign. 
He outlined the 
program to Congress in April 
last year, spoke to the nation’s 
governors about it in July, and 
recently had legislation in­ 
troduced. 


About the only criticism of the 
program has come from some 
congressmen who say they are 
reluctant to place tax monies in 
the hands of state politicans who 
had no part in raising them.

WASHINGTON — A new 
offensive is being launched 
inside and outside government 
to grant home rule to the 
District of Columbia. Home rule 
proponents want the district’s 
nearly one million residents to 
have 
their 
own 
elected 
representatives in Congress and 
to govern district affairs and 
have authority over the physical 
area of the district. 
Not many would want to deny 
district residents the right to 
vote and have some say-so over 
their own internal affairs. But 
when it comes to turning 
authority over the district over 
to a small group of people, that 
is a different story. 
In the first place, the District 
of Columbia is a federal district, 
set aside as the seat of the 
national government and home 
of the president. It was intended 
to be a place not only for 
carrying out government func­ 
tions, but a place of pride and be 
owned and governed by all the 
people of all the states. 
Secondly, it seems that just 
about everything that has taken 
place in the district of recent 
years suggests that there should 
not be home rule: 


VIOLENT CRIMES such as 
murder, rape and robberies 
continue to increase; the schools 
are in disarray and crime- 
infested; people no longer use 
the public libraries for fear for 
their safety, and Washington 
has been listed as one of the 
worst vice cities in the nation. 
Washington already has a 
quas-governm ent in an ap­ 
pointed city council and mayor, 
and its own elected school 
board. 
Practically all 
ex­ 
penditures within the district 
come from federal monies. The 
district could not survive on the 
amount of taxes it could raise. 
What 
concerns 
some 
congressmen and others is the 
concept of turning the physical 


area over to the authority of a 
small group of people. It could, 
they argue, put the Congress 
and other arms of government 
under the threat of the local 
governing body. 
For exam ple, last m onth 
about 200 members of the so- 
called 
W elfare 
Rights 
Organization began demanding 
money for the buying of fur­ 
niture. When these w elfare 
recipients were told there was 
no money available for fur­ 
niture, they rampaged through 
the local welfare offices, up­ 
setting furniture and breaking 
windows and doors. About 40 
were arrested, two for attacking 
police officers, but were let go 
within an hour. 
A FEW days later this same 
group, mostly women, invaded 
the 
D istrict 
City 
Council 
meeting. As a large crowd 
waited outside, a leader of the 
W elfare Rights Organization 
emerged and through a bullhorn 
announced: 
“We went in and we got the 
council on their knees. We got 
the council on their knees.” 
Later a city official announced 
publicly that there would be no 
checks for furniture than “ or 
any time in the immediate 
future because there are no 
funds in the budget.” 
But, only this past week 
Mayor W alter W ashington, 
under 
pressure 
from 
the 
Welfare Rights Organization, 
announced that $200,000 would 
be made available with which to 
buy furniture. Of the amount, 
$100,000 is coming from public 
tax 
monies 
through 
the 
D epartm ent 
of 
Health, 
Education and Welfare, $50,000 
from the United Givers Fund, 
and $50,000 from an undisclosed 
source. 
This was one of the most 
brazen 
(but 
successful) 
examples of government by 
intim idation 
seen 
in 
this 
country. 
Some 
concerned 
senators and congressmen are 


fearful that home rule for the 
District of Columbia might see 
such tactics used on Congress 
itself, 
rather than the City 
Council. 


BUT 
IN 
spite 
of 
these 
prospects, numerous senators 
are for home rule. Such ad­ 
vocates include Sen. Stuart 
Symington of Missouri, Sen. J. 
W. Fulbright of Arkansas, Sen. 
Fred Harris of Oklahoma, Sen. 
Alan Bible of Nevada, Sen. Alan 
Cranston of California, Sen. 
Inouye of Hawaii. 
Sen. Tower of Texas is for 
some type of limited plan that 
would still keep the district 
under authority of all the people 
of the country. Sen. George 
Murphy of California expressed 
a similar view. 
The proposition of complete 
home rule for Washington is a 
very real one and should 
properly concern, not only 
district residents, 
but every 
man, woman and child in the 
country. 


Tehama County 
Added To New 
Plague List 


Teham a County has been 
added to the list of counties 
designated as a plague area. 
The four other counties are 
Plumas, Lassen. Shasta and 
Siskiyou. 
Lynn Wolfe, county health 
officer, stated that the trapping 
or capture of rodents within the 
plague area, including Tehama 
County, constitutes an 
“im­ 
minent danger to the public 
health in that such activities 
may result in (1) the spread of 
this disease among rodent 
populations throughout the State 
and (2) persons engaged in such 
activities may become infected 
with plague.” 
He said that all persons 
engaged in trapping, capturing, 
holding or possession of wild 
rodents in the plague area 
“refrain from such activities 
until further notice.” 
He added, “We also warn 
campers and travelers going 
into epidemic areas to avoid 
exposure to rodents, feeding 
rodents, sleeping on the ground, 
or camping in rodent-infested 
areas.” 
Mosquito repellents should be 
used, he said, to fight against 
fleas, and sick animals should 
be reported to park, cam ­ 
pground 
or 
local 
health 
authorities. 
Health Officer 
Issues Pool 
Owner Warning 


Lynn Wolfe, county health 
officer, issued a recent warning 
to pool owners. 
He urged owners to lock gates 
and take extra precautions to 
keep youngsters from one to 
three years of age from getting 
into pool areas, unsupervised. 
He said that statistics show that 
children in that age grouping 
have a larger percentage of 
drownings than other groups. 
The statistics, compiled in 
1969, show that 21 children under 
one year of age died as a result 
of drowning, 29 children in the 
two-year-old 
age 
grouping 
drowned, and 20 three year olds 
drowned in 1969.

Eight Weekend Fires
